WORK OF IMMIGRATION 


A Real Estate Agent Gives His Views 
to a Journal in Minneapolia. 


Minneapolia, June 7.—Alex Plimp- 
iva, Canadian real estate agent. who 
has been looking over the twin cities 
for a few days, has given some tn- 
teresting figures concerning the 
money his government annually spend 
in ite emigration campaign in this 
country. Mr. Plimpton says Ameri- 
cons are not really converted into 
Canadian subjects, and he regards the 
effort made by his government as a 
foolish one so far aa the United States 
is concerned, Mr. Plimpton asserts 
that not more than 1.000 actual home- 
stead entrice can be traced to citizens 
induced to settle in Canada, who for- 
merly lived in the United State, al- 
though the records of the department 
oMcers show ten times that number. 
‘The Canadian government pays sal- 
aries and commissions on emigration 
Vusiness and has some 250 agents at 
work in the various states. Some of 
the agents receive both salaries and 
crmmilssion and “make a very good 
thing out of the work For exampie, 
the agent at Steven's Point gets $1,200 
@ year and last yeer his commis- 
sons amounted to $1,500 more. The 
agent at Kansas City gets- 875 per 
month salary, and he also has @ nice 
expense account. A great majority of 
the agents, however, are paid com- 
missions at the rate of $3 per head 
for male emigrants, and $2 for female 
emigrants, over 18 years of age, and 
$2 each for all others. Mr. Plimpton 
saye the total cost of immigration in 
Canada last year amounted ia appre- 
briations to more than §3saees
